abſtain from Gaming houſes & 


other ſinful places, agd as ſel- | 


dom as poſſible be at any pub- 
lick Houſes, ſuch as Ale-houſes 
and Taverns; and when they 


are there, to avdid carefully all 
tRtempergnce, 
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1;. When any of *em meet 


© together, they fhall take all oc- 


cations to promote religious 
diſcourſes, and not meddle with 
matters of Government, or any 
unneceflary diſputes and con- 
troverfies. 

14. There are ſome particu- 
lar Vices which they muſt take 
2 ſpecial care to avoid ; ſuch as 
ſpiritual pride, and the effeQs of 
it 3 as railing , anger, peeviſh- 
nefs, and impatience of contra- 
diftion ; and ſuch alſo is the fin 
vf injuſtice in their dealings and 
contracts ; which if it be not 
rarcfully avoided, will make all 
religious Socicties ſcandalous, 
and more hurtful than adyan- 
tagious to Religion. 

15. The members of thele 
Societtes muſt take great care 
of giving orhers an occaſion oi 
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cenſuring them, by any afteQed of 
geſture, carriage, or diſcourſe 1" 
their ordinary converſation. 

16. If any diſpute happens 
between two members, the reſt 
ſhall endeavour to reconcile 
em. But if any great and dan- 
gerous dittcrence ſhou'd happen 
which cannot well be decided 
and ended among thenislves, 
they ſhall all be obliged to Rand 
to the judgment of their Pariſh 
Miniſter, and if he cannot end 
the Controverſy, they muſt fie 
nÞ!ly appeal co the Biſhop ef 
the Dioceſs. 

17. The Societies haye powe 
er to make ſuch Rules among 
tnemiclyes, as ſhall appear here- 
after to be peceſſary or conves. 
icrt, win the approbation of 
the Biſhop. 
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
